As chairman, Mrs. Harvey 
decided not to renew the contracts 
of three instructors - IVIanuel Be- 
tanzos-Santos, an assistant pro- 
fessor at McGill for siéven years, 
his vrife Larena, a lecturer hi 
Spanish Iiterature;,iug|d)(Lauteano 
Bonet, also a lectmiP'm^iSpahish 
literature.

"Constitution a sham" v- . 

Mideast 
war-weary 
- McGlure 

A recent hrip to the Middle East 
has apparently convbiced Dr. Ro- 
bert McClure, moderator of the 
United Church of Canada, that the 
impetus' hi that area to fight is 
now dead. 

"The hawks of the Middle East 
are roosting hi North America," 
claimed the moderator at a press 
conference held, here yesterday. 
"The Israelis are war-weary: 
they want peace," he stressed. 

Dr. IVIcClure participated in a trip 
to the area sponsored by the To- 
ronto Council of the United Church. 

"We wanted to see for ourselves 
vriiat^\irosïg(>ing|on^d see if a 
reconciliation^^iraS^ possible be^ 
tween young Palestiniaiù and Is- 
raelis," he said. "We wanted to 
show the Church's concern." 

Dr. McClure- was a guest of 
the Al Fatah. ''When we were hi 
Amman, we had Al Fatah body- 
guards so people would not mis- 
take us for Americans," he said. 

"I said to the Palestuiians, 
"I'm one of you, because I worked 
for you four years at $200 a 
month." 

Dr. McClure spent the years 
from 1950 to 1954 worUng with 
the Palesthiian refugees hi the 
Gaza strip. 

"The Al Fatah are moderates" 
he stated. "When they capture an 
Israeli military man they hold hhn 
for six hours, take away his gun, 
give hhn a brahiwashhig and send 
him home. They have no prison 
facUiUes.". / . 

Dr. McClure msisted that he 
is not pro-Arab. "I'm pro-peace" 
he claimed.

voir!" was being introduced. The 
triact also contained a detailed 
explanation of the FRAP program 
on h^^h^'poUution, transport, 
lelsurl^^Ma^ficuUure, civic ad- 
ministration, and economic and. 
social development. 

According to the book, Concor- 
dia Is destroying habitable housing 
and purposely, letthig the Milton- 
Park area deteriorate. Mean- 
while thé civic admlnbtratlon, 
"despite Its declarations that it 
would not let good housing be 
destroyed, Is not trying to stop 
Con and Is even approving its 
actions. ' "The Councillors," the 
book comments acidly,, "defend

The move, which amounts to a 
faculty strike against the Board 
of Governors, calls for a recess 
of classes beginnmg Thursday. 

The Senate wants assurance 
that "views of faculty, students 
and administration will be reflect- 
ed in university policy as deter- 
mined by the Board". 

Early this year the Senate vot- 
ed non-confidence in Laurentian 
Administration President Stanley 
MuUins. When the Governors 
Executive Committee refused to 
accept Muliin's resignation, the 
Senate extended its censure to 
. the Executive Committee. 

After a sit-in by the students 
and cancellation of final exams by 
the Senate, the Executlve Commit- 
tee capitulated and replaced 
Mullhts. 

As the current school year 
started, faculty members and the 
Executive Cbnnmittee were -em- 
broiled In a dispute over salaries 
and the faculty set Sept. 21 as a 
strike date. 

To head off the strike, the Sen- 
ate passed another censure of the 
Executive Committee Sept. 20. 
But the Board of Governors met 
Friday and reaffirmed its confi-. 
dence In its ExecutWe Conimlttee.'

A place for kids

The Niinreeiy School is one of the 
few existing day care centers with- . 
in the Montreal community. 
^Formed two years ago, as a 
result of a petition which circulat- 
ed around St/Marc|Park and Mc- 
Gill University campus, the school 
is now a successful center cater- ' 
ing dmost completely to McGill 
IfeWersity staff and their children. 

Ariane Knight, the originator of 
the school and a mother of two, 
remari(s that "the problems in- 
volved with creating a school as 
such were immense, due to lacic 
of money and government aid." 

But thé school is now.nm on a . 
cooperative basis: each mother 
is~ responsible both for the costs 
of the school, and its upiceep. 

Each woman is assigned a spe- 
cific responsibility. These respon- 
sibilities include cleanup of the 



school, providing food for the 
classroom area, outside programs 
and activities within the school. 
^ Teachers aire required to have 
some, experience with children; 
Donna Hoyola, a student teàchéf 
at Jeaniie Mance said she had no 
troublé adjusting to them. 

The objective of the school is 
to develop an atmosphere in which 
every child has a chance to extend 
his or her creative ability. 

Many women bt the Jeanne Mance 
School would like to make' it a 
free school. The tuition fee is $22 
a month. Only middle class fam- 
ilies can afford the fee and there 
arc only 15 children enrolled to 
date. 

Vera Waldcll, and Joe Jones, 
both parents concerned with the 
expansion of the Jeanne Mance 
School, are hi charge of finding' 
oiit the possibilities, of -getthig 



financial aid from the government, 
but so far government aid has been' 
denied. 

It is a small minority who. 
realize how little aid the Canadian 
government is providing towards, 
the upbringing of the communities' / 
children. 



Other dày 'ncàrë centers are 
planned. Carole. Welp, organizer 
of the soon-to-be Pt. St. Charles 
nursery center, said that "bilingual 
centers will be set up within the 
next few weeks hi Pt.

. présehtative, Cornelius Gallagher, 
opened; hearings Tuesday as 
chairman', of .; a subcommittee to 
find out vÀiether drugs are beuig 
confined to their medically reco- 
gnized use in treating brain da- 
maged children. There have been , 
allegations that the drugs are hi 
fact bemg used, to keep normal, 
bright young^tOTllromindgethig 
m boring classrooms." 

. One New Jersey man explained 
that he had refused permission 
for his seven year old daughter 
to be treated with drugs' despite . 
pressure from the school psy- 
chologist. , 

"The psychologist was annoyed 
with me," he said, "and told me 
that soon my little girl would 
start to masturbate as a result 
of all this extra energy. She made 
me feel like a stupid, neglectful 
parent:" 
Iii Omaha, Nebraska, between 

;,five and ten per cent of the ele- 
mentary school children have 
been led by thek teachers hito 
takhig "behaviour roodiiyhig" 
drugs. That's 3,000 to 6,000 kids. 

For a little over a year teach- 
ers have been encouraged by the - 
Omaha School Board and its pre- 
sident, -Merle Musselman, to 
shiglé out those !'hyperactive" 
and' "unmanageable" students 
who seem prone to disrupt regu- 
lar classroom routine and to 
recommend that those students 
go on drugs. 

The drugs, technically pre- 
scribed by private doctors, are 
usually one of the anti-depressant 




drugs which usiially have a sti- 
mulating effect on the user.- 
Although the operation of .most 
of . these drugs i sfenbtScifiari yt- 
understood, they ofte 
.opposite effect on diffdrat????^ 

MuSelnuujfa'llpctorr Admitted 
he knew little of Ritalhi, the most 
frequently prescribed drug, and 
also said he had little knowledge 
about the "behaviour modifica- 
tion" program under which the 
drug is behig encouraged.- 

Ritalin is therproduct of early 
efforts to create an amphetamine- 
like drug without the negative 
effects of speed. However am- 
phetamine abusers have begun to 
ask for: it. The drug has been 
banned hi Sweden. 

Doctors have been urged to be 
cautious hi prescribhig the drug 
by the US Food and Drug Admi- 
nistration, because of the side 
effects and possible danger of 
addiction. ^ 

. By November of last year other 
problems had -become apparent. 
Thousands of elementary school 
children were wandering about 
with drugs hi their pockets, 
sometimes overdoshig themselves 
and often swapphig pill^, with 
classmates. . ^ - — ' 

Critics of the program argue 
that addiction and dependence 
may V result from the program as 
may unanticipated side effects. 
They complain that drug compa- 
nies qicourage the program to 
mcrease profits, and argue that 
drugs offer no real solution to 
socitd problems, only escapism. 
■'^THere^have been reiwrts of the " 
use of the drugs all across the 
US and researchers m Canada, 
particularly in Montreal, are 
also recommendmg- its use for 
classroom "troublemakers."

"Only those people who were 
refugees before the six-day war 
recede help from UNRA," he 
pohited out. "Those who became 
refugees ut 1967 are called dis- 
placed persons, and don't receive 
help."
